The notification com­ 
mittee appointed at the St. Louis con­ 
vention assembled at the Hollenden 
Hotel at Cleveland and, after being 
photographed in a group, headed by 
Senator Thurston and M. A. Hanna, 
marched to the Valley Railway Station, 
where a special train was boarded for 
Canton. The train reached Canton at 
11:40. The permanent reception com­ 
mittee, lately organized for the cam­ 
paign, headed by Judges George E. 
Baldwin, William R. Day and Henry A. 
Wise, was at the depot to meet the 
party. The parade was organized, the 
Grand Army band and the citizens’ 
troop of cavalry leading the vehicles 
Occupied by the guests. Citizens fell in 
behind and an enormous crowd quickly 
gathered about the McKinley home, 
where the duties of the committee were 
discharged and where the general pub-

The rescuing party which went into 
the mine at I o’clock came out of the 
shaft at 7 o’clock. The foreman reports 
the timbering in the mine going on as j 
rapidly as possible. He said the work 
was necessarily slow, owing to the dan- j 
ger of falling rocks, which have been 
loosened by the terrible explosion. 
The rescuers in the mine have en­ 
countered a new difficulty. 
Water is 
pouring into the slope, and threatens 
to drive out the men at work. Superin­ 
tendent Law thinks it is water from 
the surface, and that it will soon cease 
flowing into the mine. 
Others think 
the water comes from the Susquehanna 
river, which is near by. If it is river 
water, the whole mine will be flooded 
in a short time, and it will be months 
before the bodies can be got out. 
The suggestions advanced as to the 
probable time the men would 
be 
reached are mere guess work, as all 
depends upon whether the slope is com­ 
pletely choked up with debris or not. 
If not, the rescuers *may possibly be 
able to reach the men within the next 
24 hours. Otherwise, it may be two or 
three days. 
The rescuing party is 2,000 feet from 
where the cave-in occurred. The gas 
continues to accumulate, and the roof, 
which was weakened by the explosion, 
is in danger of falling at any moment. 
The men came out of the shaft bearing 
the marks of anxiety and hard labor. 
A survey in the interior of the mine 
shows that the main slope is badly 
blocked, even worse that the offici­ 
als are willing to admit. It is known 
positively that sixty feet that had been 
cleared up Sunday afternoon is block­ 
ed again by another fall that occurred 
before 4 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
Before any attempt can be made to 
clear this part of the slope again it will 
be necessary to do extra propping and 
timbering. This will consume a great 
deal of time. A few of the more hope­ 
ful, who believe that there might be a 
possibility of the entombed men be­ 
ing alive, have now surrendered, and 
no one can be found who is willing to 
admit that there is any life under­ 
ground. 
Hope of finding the men alive and 
uninjured, by the older miners, was 
abandoned Sunday night because they 
knew the ventilation was bad and that, 
even if they men had escaped the fall, 
they could not live twenty minutes in 
such an atmosphere. Others, however, 
recalled the Sugar-Notch disaster of 
1879, in which five men were rescued 
from a breast in this mine, after they 
were imprisoned five days. 
But the 
fact was overlooked that the breast in 
which they were was free from any 
blockade, and in a direct line with the 
main current of air. 
This was the 
most remarkable case in the annals of 
the anthracite coal mining region, and 
may not be repeated again for a cen­ 
tury. 
The disaster probably means the ruin 
of the company which operated the 
mine. 
The damage to the mine is 
estimated at $25,000, and the expense of 
getting the bodies out will not fall 
short of $10,000, and may reach $20,000. 
Besides, the company will be called 
upon to bury a great number of the 
victims, especially the Hungarians and 
Polanders. The company is receiving 
some censure for sending men into the 
mine when the higher officials knew it 
, was in a dangerous condtion. 
In an­ 
swer to this criticism it is claimed that 
the same thing is done every day in 
1 the coal regions. There was a valu­ 
able lot of coal in the mine, and the 
only way it could be gotten out, was 
to prop the roof and hold it secure. 
The company either had to do this or 
close the mine, which 
would 
have 
meant the loss of all the capital in­ 
vested.

The tailor made costume has lost none 
of the favor with which it has so long Iteen 
regarded. Iii light gray cloth or mohair it 
is now very fashionable and is the only 
suitable wear for traveling and for ordi­ 
nary street use. 
It is predicted that taffeta will give 
place to foulard before the end of summer. 
In that case the amplitude of skirts and 
sleeves must still further diminish, as fou­ 
lard has not the stiffness of taffeta and 
does not stand out as well. 
The favorite material for petticoats after 
silk, which does not wear well, is satin 
striped alpaca or mohair. 
The petticoat is 
cut with many gores and has a deep 
flounce beginning at the knee. This flounce 
is the foundation of several ruffles, and by 
this means the desired flare is obtained, 
lnd the dress skirt is held out to the prop­ 
er extent. 
Dust cloaks are no longer the dull cloud 
that overcasts a brilliant toilet, for they 
are as elaborate and gay as the gown itself, 
and brown linen plainly cut is obsolete in 
that connection.

sustained by an ordinary silk lining, but 
crinoline is abandoned, which is a pleasing 
modification. 
Skirts also are less ample, the greater 
part of the fullness being concentrated at 
the back, no godets being placed in front 
or at the sides. 
They are from 4K to 5 
yards in circumference. Ruffles are essay 
lng to reappear as a skirt trimming and 
for thin goods have had some little success. 
One or two are placed at the foot and some 
times another lialf way up, but these hori 
zontal trimmings that cut tho skirt in two 
are never really satisfactory in effect. 
When skirts are lined entirely with silk 
the 
haircloth 
interlining is sometimes 
omitted. This saves a great deal of weight 
and renders the skirt less clumsy to handle. 
The gradual decrease in the number of 
godets in a skirt implies that they are on 
the road to entire oblivion, and when they 
do really disappear there will be no need of 
any stiffening in the skirt at all. 
Sleeves are made very long and have in 
addition a ruffle of lace falling over the 
hand. 
They are sometimes cut in a point 
at the wrist, but this is only suitable for a 
gown with which no jacket is to lie worn, 
as the pointed sleeve projecting from the 
plain jacket sleeve has a rather odd effect. 
An illustration is given of a new wrap 
which is a sort of combination of cape and 
jacket. It is of mastic cloth and is adorned 
with stitching and large buttons. The body 
of the garment is half fitting in the back, 
while in front it is loose and double breast­ 
ed. The collar is of black velvet, the revers 
of clot ll.
